A feature of an analysis of the 
registration returns from the ferty- 
one states and the District of Co- 
lumbia that have reported for 
February is the fact that the low- 
priced group of cars was the only 
group not to increase its share of 
the total business in February over

year. In other words, there is a 
healthy leveling-out process under 
way in the industry, with the 
medium-priced vehicles coming 
back into their own. 

It is well known, of course, that 


the cars in the medium price range 
1930 suffered more severely than

| The fact that they are improving 
their position in the industry is seen 
as an extremely healthy sign and is 
pointed to in some quarters as the 
strongest indication that a real re- 
covery in automobile buying is 
under way.

Ageregate registrations of the six 
cars in the lower priced group in 
February were 79,275, as compared 
with 76513 in the same states in 
the preceding month and 135,507 in 
February of last year. This was an 
increase of 3.6 per cent. in February 
over January, but a decline of 41 
per cent. from a year ago 

This group accounted for 71 per 
cent. of all the cars sold in these 
states in February, as against 73.6 
per cent. in January in the same 
states and 75.9 per cent. in Febru- 
ary of Jast year. 

Ford and Chevrolet combined ac- 
counted for 67,871 of the sales in this 
classification.®as against 64,489 in 
January and 120.706 in February 
1930. This was an increase of 5.2 
per cent. over the preceding month 
and a falling off of 43 per cent. from 
February of 1930. Thus it is seen 
that Ford and Chevrolet combined 
showed a better gain over January 
than the rest of the low priced cars, 
but declined more sharply from a 
year ago 

In the $1.000 grouping. aggregate 
registrations of the six cars amount- 
ed to 11,455, as against 9.403 in the 
preceding month, a gain of 21 per 
cent., and comparing with 16,588 in 
February, 1930, a decline of 44 per 
cent 

By virtue of its sharp gain-in Feb- 
ruary over January, this classifica- 
tion of cars increased its percentage 
of the total business in February to 
10.2 per cent. from 9 per cent. in 
the preceding month. In February 
of last year these same cars ac- 
counted for 9.2 per cent. of the total 
business, thus showing an improvye- 
ment in position of 1930. 

Turning to the medium-priced 
group, it is found that the six cars 
in this classification in February 
outsold the six in the $1,000 field. 
The aggregate for these cars was 
13,327, as against 12,820 in the pre- 
ceding month and comparing with 
15,335 in the corresponding month 
of last year. This was a gain of 3.9 
per cent. over January and a falling 
off of only 13 per cent. from last 
year. This is a remarkable showing. 

This medium-priced line-up of 
cars in February accounted for 11.9 
per cent. of the total sales of the 
industry, as against only 8.5 pei 
cent. in the corresponding month of 
last vear in the same forty-one 
states and the District of Columbia. 
This was by far the largest increase 
in share of the total business made 
by any group of cars. In January 
these cars accounted for an even 
better share of the total business, 
taking 12.3 per cent. 

The four most popular cars in 
the higher priced range furnished 
2,238 registrations in February, as 
against 2.650 in the _ preceding 
month and 3,186 in February of 
Jast year. This was a decline of 15 
per cent. from January and 29 per 
cent. from a vear ago. This group 
accounted for 2 per cent. of the 
total business in February, as

New York, April 1—New passen- 
ger car registrations in New York 
state in February were 13,034 cars, 
against 10,515 in January, an in- 
crease of 24 per cent. These com- 
pare with total registrations of 16,680 
in February, 1930, a drop of 21.6 per 
cent, 

Chevrolet registered 3,391 cars in 
New York in February, against 2,779 
in January and 3,584 in February, 
1930. Ford registrations were 3,156, 
2.103 and 5.730 cars. respectively. 

Addition to the figures for New 
York brings registrations for fortyv- 
two states and the District of Co- 
lumbia to 124,572 for February, an 
increase of 8.2 per cent. over the 
total of 114,347 for January, but a 
drop of 36.2 per cent. from February 
of last year, when there were 195,120 
new car registrations.

DOMESTIC DEMAND 
FOR GASOLINE OFF; 
EXPORTS ALSO LOWER 


Washington, April 1.—The feature 
of the February report of the United 
States Bureau of Mines on petroleum 
statistics was the decrease shown 
from a year ago in both domestic 
demand and exportation of gasaline. 

Whereas the domestic demand for 
gasoline in February this year 
amounted to 26,133,000 barrels, the 
volume was 26,461,000 barrels in the 
same month a year ago. Exports de- 
clined to 3,606,000 barrels from 
4,888,000 barrels in February last 
year, or about 25 per cent. 

At the end of February there were 
45,355,000 barrels of gasoline in 
storage, or in excess of the figure 
of 45,000,000 barrels suggested by the 
Committee on Petroleum Economics 
as a desirable inventory as of March 
31 this year. During the month 
Storage increased 2,537,000 barrels, 
compared with increases of 2,077,000 
barrels in January, and 3,553,000 
barrels in February last year. Stor- 
age, however, was almost 
barrels below the figure of February 
28, 1930. 

The 
petroleum 


aggregate storage of all 
oils, crude and refined, 
declined 3,472,000 barrels during 
February, the total at the end of 
the month being 658,285,000 barrels. 
In January the reduction amounted 
to 4,313,000 barrels, while in Feb- 
ruary last year there was an increase 
of 5,544,000 barrels. At the end of 
February, 1930, the total oil storage 
was 699,377,000 barrels.

When 
trucks are poorly managed, the re- 
sult is unsatisfactory service to cus- 
tomers and consequent _ ill-will.! 
When trucks are well managed. the 
service which customers receive usu- 
ally is satisfactory, and results in 
good-will.

In the light of these facts, it will 
pay any mover whose profits are 
unsatisfactory, and any mover who 
has not recently checked up on the 
efficiency of his truck operation, to 
make a careful study of the factors | 
which govern profits in this vitally | 
iinportant branch of the business 
The purpose of this report is to} 
assist moving and storage executives 
to make such a check-up.

Contemporary Comment 


_ consistent enforcement of the traffic laws, 

unmarked by spasmodic “raids” and “campaigns,” is the 
policy we are striving to carry out in administering the 
affairs of the California Highway Patrol. 

We have no sure-cure remedies or specifics to offer as a 
solution of our traffic problems. We believe that as long as 
motor vehicles continue to run on the public highways we will 
have traffic problems. At best we can only hope to mitigate 
the evils that exist by studying these problems carefully and 
by giving the best that is in us toward making the high- 
ways safe. 

Therefore, we do the best we can, hopeful of receiving 
the co-operation of the motoring public, knowing thai 90 per 
cent. of the fight is to awaken the individual driver of a 
motor vehicle to a sense of his responsibility. 

Personally, I can see little merit in emphasizing one 
kind of enforcement at the expense of another. We have a 
tremendous problem in headlight enforcement. but we can- 
not devote all of our time to headlights and let reckless and 
intoxicated drivers escapes A mixed program with officers 
on the alert for all types of violations is better, in my opinion. 

This does not mean that we ignore the headlight problem. 
We devote one night a week to this work. It is my hope te 
be able to augment the various squads in time so that we 
may have sufficient men to keep a regular night patrol on 
duty all the time. 

There is a vast field for study by specialists in the con- 
struction of lights. Nothing absolutely satisfactory-has been 
evolved as yet, but some one may find a way to keep head- 
lights from getting out of adjustment so easily. When that 
day comes the problem will have been solved to a large extent, 

It is our policy to keep the major part of our forces on 
the main-traveled highways. We work on the theory that 
more men are needed where there is more travel. 

I do not agree with those who would remove all speed 
| restrictions from our laws and allow the motorists to run 

wild. I regard a maximum speed limit as absolutely essen- 
tial. It is too important a matter to be left open for discus- 
sion as to what constitutes a safe speed and what does not. 

It is possible that some plan might be worked out by the 

Legislature whereby higher rates of speed than are now 
/permitted might be allowed on the open road under some 
conditions. I do not know whether 40 miles an hour is the 
/maximum that should be allowed, but I know some maximum 
i should be established.—United States Daily.

CHICAGO, Til, April 1—Use of | 
inland waterways transporta- 
tion for shipping automobiles from 
factories in the Middle West to 
dealers in the great markets served 
by the Ohio and Mississippi rivers 
will, it is expected, be greatly stimu- 
lated by the recent opening of the 
new $500,000 Mead Johnson water- 
rail-truck terminal in Evansville, 
Ind., on the Ohio River. 

Providing facilities for 
railroad freight via barge 
down the Ohio and Mississippi riv- 
ers, the Gulf of Mexico and to the 
ports of the world, the new termnal 
is expected to write history in the 
development of waterways transpor- 
tation. Low haulage cost by water 
to and from Evansville, it is be- 
lieved, will make the terminal an 
attractive transfer and storage point 
for shippers. With a capacity for 
handling 1,000,000 tons of freight 
yearly, the new terminal has made 
Evansville one of America’s most 
inland seaports. 

Every railroad entering Evansville 
will be able to discharge freight at 
the Mead Johnson terminal for 
loading on barges for water haul.

PONTIAC FEBRUARY 
SALES SHOW 20% 
GAIN OVER JANUARY 


New York, April 1.—Pontiac re- 


tail sales in February showed a 
sharp increase over the preceding 
month, according to results shown in 
the registration returns from forty 
states and the District of Columbia, 


which have reported for that month. | 


Registrations of new Pontiac cars 
in those states in February amount- 
ed to 4,225, as against 3,502 in Janu- 
ary. an increase of 20 per cent., and 
comparing with 5,055 in the corres- 
ponding month of last year, a de- 
cline of 16 per cent. 

For the first two months of this 
year retail sales of new Pontiac 
cars in these states amounted to 
7,727. as compared with 9,270 in the 
corresponding period of last year, 
a decline of 16 per cent. 

In six of the forty states, Pontiac 
sales in February were greater than 
in the corresponding month of last 
year. These states, with the com- 
parative figures, were Maine, 38 to 
12; Michigan, 349 to 244; North Da- 
kota, 28 to 23; Virginia, 162 to 116, 
and West Virginia, 49 to 48. States 
in which February sales of Pontiac 
cars were virtually equal to those of 
a year ago were Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Iowa, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
. vania, Rhode Island, South Dakota 
and District of Columbia. 

Eight states reported greater sales 
of Pontiacs in the first two months 
of this year than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1930. These were Flor- 
ida, with 171 registrations against 
137 a year ago; Iowa, 280 against 
248: Maine, 52 to 17; Michigan, 731 
to 488; New Jersey, 461 to 442; North 
Dakota, 61 to 42; Rhode Island, 58 
to 53; Vermont, 16 to 12, and Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 74 to 70.

ASPHALT OBTAINED 
FROM CRACKING 
PARAFFIN OILS

The following is an abstract of a 
paper presented at the meeting of 
the American Chemical Society 
which is now in session at Indian- 
apolis, Ind.: 

Gasoline to drive the motorist’ 
car, and asphalt to pave the way 
on which it rolls, can now be made 
at the same time in one operation 
from oil which contained neither 
gasoline nor asphalt to start with. 

Paving is not the only use for 
this asphalt. The operating con- 
ditions can be so. controlled as to 
make asphalt suitable for roofing. 
flooring, coating compounds, shingle 
Saturants and. emulsions. 

The production of gasoline by 
cracking is not new. Neither is the 
production of asphalt from. petrole- 
um new. However, until the work 
done by Egloff and Morrell, the 
manufacture of asphalt had been a 
special operation. and limited to 
comparatively few oils which nat- 
uraly contained asphalt. It was 
simply a matter of extracting the 
asphalt from the oil and treating it 
to such a condition as to be com- 
mercially useful. 

The novelty of the latest discovery 
lies in the fact that gasoline and 
asphalt can be made at the same 
time from any kind of oil, even go- 


ing to the extent of converting kero- | 


sene, or wax, which paraffin base 
oil contains, into asphalt. In other 
words, it is a true synthetic product. 
It is well known that asphalt has 
been made by reaction of surphu 
and hydrocarbons in the absence of 
oxygen. This probably brought 
about by a series of dehydrogena- 
tions forming hydrogen sulphide 
and hydrocarbon compounds of 
sulphur of a highly condensed char- 
acter. But this is the first time 
that asphalt has been produced 
from paraffinic oils by cracking. 
The last sentence is the keynote 
of the story. It is the first time as-

Synthetic lubricating oils now 
promise to take their place in the 
long list of products on which 
chemical research has improved 
over nature. And angely enough, 
they are made from paraffin wax, 
the very consiituent of petroleum 
which the oil industry has spent 
many millions of dollars to find 
ways of removing from lubricating 
oils in present refining processes 

Present lubricating oils are com- 
plex mixtures of hydrocarbons 
made from the heavier portion of 
petroleum, after distilling off gaso- 
line and kerosene, and then re- 
fining to remove undesirable con- 
stituents, such dark colored 
asphaltic bodies. petrolatum, wax 
etc. Starting with the idea that 
even the best of these complex mix- 
tures of hydrocarbons could not 
possibly constitute the ideal lubri- 
cant, chemists of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana have been 
working for several years to deter- 
mine, first, whac single hydrocar- 
bon or narrow group of hydrocar- 
bons makes the best possible lubri- 
cant, and, second, whether such a 
lubricant can be made by synthetic 
chemistry. 

A long and careful 
great many natural oils indicated 
that the ideal lubricant would be 
made up of hydrocarbons having in 
their molecules approximately two 
hydrogen atoms for each carbon 
atom. When such oils were made 
syuthetically, however, it was found 
that those oils having the carbon 
atoms arranged in long chains were |

It has be put through a 
chemical change by “cracking” 
methods similar to those which are 
nowadays much used in producing 
gasoline. After being “cracked” un- 
der certain conditions it yields the 
kind of olefines needed, and “poly- 
merization” of these produces a very 
superior grade Of lubricating oils 
rhe new oils can be made in any 
desired viscosity. They have a pale 
straw color, high resistance to 
Oxidation and sludging, very low 
pour and low volatility or evap- 
yation tendency. Above all, the 
new oil is more resistant to changes 
in temperature than any known 
natural oil. This property prevents 
its thinning and losing body at high 
temperatures, and at the same time 
prevents excessive thickening in 
cola weather. 

While the cost of the raw mater- 
ials and the complicated operations 
involved in manufacture make these 
ynthetic oils rather expensive, 
are now being made commercially 
by the Standard of Indiana and 
have been found exceptionally well 
suited for many uses where require- 
ments are unusually severe. In

TOP YEAR AGO IN 
SEVERAL STATES 


New York, March 31.—Retail sales 
of new Chrysler passenger cass in 
February in seven states out of the 
first forty te report registrations for 
that month were greater than in 
the corresponding month of last 
year and also exceeded last year in 
the District of Columbia. 

The states in which Chrysler sales 
were higher than a year ago, with 
the comparative figures, were: Del- 
aware, with 15 sales this year against 
5 a year ago; Idaho, 10 to 9; Iowa, 
43 to 29: Kentucky, 46 to 45; Michi- 
gan, 93 to 65: Montana, 26 to 16; 
Nebraska, 48 to 47, and District of 
Columbia, 23 to 16 

In five states registrations of 
Chryslers in February of this year 
were equal, or virtually so, to those 
of a year ago. These states were 
Arizona, Maine, North Dakota, Ver- 
mont and Wisconsin 

Registrations in the 
states and the District of Columbia 
held close to the level of the pre- 
ceding month, with a total of 1,845 
as against 1,915 in January, off only 
3 per cent. The February total com- 
pared with 2,754 a year ago, off 30 
per cent. For the first two months 
of the year, Chrysier registrations in 
the reporting states amounted to 
3,760, as against 5.449 in the corres- 
ponding period of last year, a de- 
cline of 30 per cent.

Help to Move Out the 


Merchandise 


OME of Philadelphia’s automobile 
merchants, especially factory 
branch organizations and distrib- 
utors in their direct dealings with 
the public, have organized their ac- 
cessory business so thoroughly and 


gone after volume sales so syste- 


matically that notably good results 
are being obtained. Much revision 
of method has taken place at a 
comparatively recent date and from 
these who have thus set their house 
in order there are heard none of 
the complaints, at one time prev- 
alent, to the effect that ‘the fac- 
tories have equipped their cars so 
cempletely that there is virtually 
nothing in the way of accessories 
left for us to sell.” 

Methods that are being used to 
move such auxiliary equipment 
satisfactorily include the following 
general points, although not every 
concern is employing al! of them: 

Having a well-balanced stock of 
accessories. 

Placing a competent manager in 
charge of the department. 

Offering motivating inducements 
in the way of extra commission, and, 
in some cases, a bonus to depart- 
ment counter men, car salesmen and 
service salesmen to dispose of mer- 
chandise. 

Using periodic drives on the sale 
of different items. 

Making enticing displays of ac- 
cessories net only in the depart- 
ment itself, but also in the new car 
showroom, the service station and 
perhaps elsewhere. 

Seeing that customers and pros- 
pects receive plenty of literature 
covering the subject of accessories. 

Using the personal letter to the 
same end. 

Giving periodic instructions or 
talks on accessories to all employees 
having a hand in their sale. 

The Phitadelphia branch of the 
Cadillac Motor Car Company, which 
is paying close attention to acces- 
sory sales to the car owner, had, up 
to the latter part of March, in- 
creased its accessory business ap- 
proximately 15 per cent. over the 
corresponding period of last year. 
The introduction of a commission 
on accessory sales aided in obtain- 
ing this result. 

The accessory 
charge of a manager, 
is located in the customers’ com- 
fortably furnished waiting room, 
giving on the service department 
and into which the customer nat- 
urally enters when he brings in his 
car for service or inspection. This 
room is close to the drive-in and in 
its outer wall, heralding its purpose, 
is set at convenient eye level an 
illuminated display case containing 
a variety of accessories. Within the 
room at strategic points are placed 
three large display cases of this 
merchandise and a counter served 
by attendants. There are plenty of 
chairs and a long central table of- 
fers a diversity orf literature on ac- 
cessories, including the special cata- 
logue of Cadillac and La Salle ac- 
cessory items presented to each new 
car purchaser, to whom it ex- 
plained that these accessories are 
standardized throughout the coun- 
try, so that, should one item be lost 
from an owner's car, or damaged, 
in touring, it may be replaced in any 
Cadillac-La Salle center, and, in 
addition, be worthy of the car in 
appearance and utility. 

Accessories are sold in the branch 
by the accessory department counter 
mea, by botit new and used car 
salesmen and by the service men, 
or service safesmen, all of whom re- 
ceive a commission of 5 per cent. 
on each sale. The same commission 
applies in the case of tire sales. 
Service salesmen have a particularly 
g00d opportunity to sell needed 
auxiliary equipment when contact- 

ing the car ov.ner in the service sta- 
tion. They are car testers, as well 
as service salesmen.

The manager of the accesories de- 
partment keeps a chart whereby he 
knows what the service men are sell- 
ing daily in the way of accessories,

board on the same scale, whereby 
he checks up for his department 
how the men stand in sales as they 
proceed. This record shows the name, 
the number of customers handled, 
teh sales quota that has been set, 
what has been sold and the average 
sale per car. 

The approximate average one- 
time sale of accessories per car in 
the new car department, exclusive | 
of the factory equipment, amounts 
to $45; while counting this auxiliary 
equipment and the factory equip- 
ment together, the amount reaches 
$100. The average one-time sale of 
accessories per car in the service de- 
partment approximates $1.50. How- 
ever, the service men make a good | 
many such comparatively small | 
sales, owing to their special oppor- 
tunities to contact the customer in 
the line of their regular duties. 

The accessory department does 
not go heavily after sales of “special 
group combinations” of accessories 
in the ordinary sense of the phrase, | 
but sells to car Owners many handy | 
kits containing a compartment box) 
and including such items as a mitt 
for wiping off cars, a tire-pressure 
gauge, cleaning fluid, chromium | 
metal polish and body polish. Group 
equipment from the factory is sup- 
plied through the new car depart- 
ment. Last winter the accessory de- 
partment offered a combination con- 


cessories and their sale. Mr. Kanter | 
also addresses the service salesmen | 
and explains the uses and construc- 
tion of accessory items, their instal- 
lation and the way to sell them. 
Salesmen try to contact each car 
owner once a month, starting a week 
after the delivery of a new car, and | 
continuing indefinitely. 
Whenever a new Studebaker car | 
is sold, the accessory department 
mails the owner a letter for days | 
after its delivery, mentioning that 
he now has one of the best cars 
produced, invites him to call on the | 
department at any time and sug- 
gests what may be done for him. 
The accessory department contains | 
a large “L” formed by display cases 
of accessories, and here also are 
various stands of radiator grills, 
bumpers, trunks and other units on 
display. Oil also is sold in this de- 
partment and oil letters also are) 
mailed to car Owners. There are | 
displays cf accessories in the service 
station, placed so the incoming cus- 
tomer will be sure to see them. 


The Thornton-Fuller Automobile 
Company, distributor of Dodge and_| 
Plymouth cars, displays accessories | 
at various points in the large build- | 
ing housing its service, truck and!

The first day a bonus was offered 
for the sale of trunks, fifteen were 
sold, whereas prior to that offer no 
trunks had been sold for a period of 
two weeks. A smaller bonus offered 
on sales of $15 electric clocks also 
was quickly successful in moving this 
merchandise, The approximate aver- 
age one-time sale of accessories per 
Studebaker car, that is, auxiliary, 
not the factory equipment, amounts 
to $100. This includes such items 
as radiator grill, metal tire covers, 
mirror, electric clock, ornament, etc 

The average one-time sale of ac- 
cessories, that is, auxiliary equip- 
ment, per Pierce- Arrow car, amounts | 
to $97.50.

The Teefy-Seltz Company, Inc., 
distributors of Auburn and Cord | 
cars, is now going in with redoubled 
energy for the sale of accessories. 
It has a manager in charge of this 
department. There are four service 
salesmen who receive commissions 
on sales of accessories, the amount 
of the commission.varying accord- 
ing to the item sold. New car sales- | 
men participate in these extra com- | 
missions only in the frequent special 
periodic drives on sales of certain 
items in rotation. One item is taken | 
und in this way at a time—for ex- 
ample, metal tire covers. Display 
cases of accessories are placed in the 
service station in a different build- 
ing and in the new car showrooms. | 
A new showroom is being construct- 
-d in the rear of the present one, 
and here will be erected a large 
platform for the display of acces- 
sories in showcases and on unit 
stands. A free-wheeling unit will 


be among the displays at this point. | 


One showroom will be devoted to 
the display of Auburn cars and the 
other to Cords, instead of having 
both together, as at present.
